Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an ink jet ink set comprising a cyan ink comprising a carrier and a 
sulfonated copper phthalocyanine dye; a magenta ink comprising a carrier and an 
anthrapyridone magenta dye, a metal complex magenta dye or azo-naphthol derivative 
dye or mixtures thereof; a yellow ink comprising a carrier an azo pyrazoleazole yellow 
dye of the formulas 
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wherein Ri represents H, a cyano group, an alkyl group, a cycloalkyl group, an aralkyl 
group, an aryl group, an alkylthio group, an arylthio group, an acyl group, a carboxyl 
group, a carbamoyl group or a heterocyclic group; Za is NH; Zb is C(Rs); Zc is N=; Ra 
represents H, an alkyl group, an alkenyl group, an alkynyl group, an aryl group or a 
heterocyclic group; R2 represents H, an alkyl group, an aryl group, a halogen, a cyano 
group, a carboxyl group, an acyl group, a carbamoyl group, a nitro group, an alkyl or 
aryl sulfone group, a sulfonic acid group, a primary or secondary alkyl sulfonamide 
group, an aryl sulfonamide group or a heteroaryl group; R3 is H or any non-metallic 
group; R4is H, an alkyl group, a cycloalkyl group, an alkenyl group, an aralkyl group, an 
alkynyl group, an aryl group, a heterocyclic group, a urethane, a sulfoalkyl or sulfoaryl 
group; or a pyrazoleazoindole yellow dye of the formula 
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wherein Rn and R13 each independently represents H, Ci-e alkyl group, an allyl group, 
C 6 -io aryl group, C5-10 heteroaryl group or polyoxyethylene group of 2-20 alkylene oxide 
residues; R12, X and Y each independently represents H, Ci- 6 alkyl group, an allyl 
group, Ce-io aryl group, C5-10 heteroaryl group, a halogen, a cyano group, etc.; n 
represents an integer from 1-4 and Z represents a cyano group, a carboxy group, a 
sulfo group, an alkoxycarbonyl group, a carbamoyl group, a sulfamoyl group etc.; with 
the proviso that the above yellow dyes must contain at least one group capable of 
imparting water solubility at a pH of about 4-9 and may contain a counterion, or mixtures 
of the above yellow dyes and a black ink comprising a carrier and a metal complex 
black dye. The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent No. 6,855,195, issued to Nishita 
et al., which teaches similar ink jet ink sets comprising a cyan ink, a magenta ink, a 
yellow ink and a black ink but fail to teach or fairly suggest that the yellow ink contains 
the above yellow dyes as claimed by applicants or the black ink contains the black dyes 
as claimed by applicants. Newly cited U.S. Patent Application Publication 
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2005/0087100 issued to Blease et al. teach a similar ink jet ink set comprising a cyan 
ink, a magenta ink, a yellow ink and a black ink but fail to teach or fairly suggest that the 
yellow ink contains an azo pyrazoleazole or pyrazoleazoindole yellow dye or mixtures 
thereof as claimed by applicants. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
